SET NEW RECORDS 


All Buildings Emptied in Less 


Than 2 Minutes; One Clear- 
ed in 40 Seconds 


All public school pupils in the city 


, with tho exception of those in Kich- 


mond school, had fire drills Tuesday 
morning. The high school and Wil- 
son junior high school buildings were 
emptied of pupils in two minutes, and 
all other school buildings were emp- 
tied in much less time. 


McKinlcy junior high school 
was 


emptied of its 9^ students in the rec- 
ord time of 40 seconds. The grammar 
grades part of the building was emp- 
tied of its 1S3 students in 50 sec- 
onds, although one "panic door" was 
blocked. George P. 31cGillan, chief of 


• fire department, ordered the door fix- 
ed immediately. 


In all schools where pupils used fire 


.escapes, an additional 20 seconds or 
more was needed to clear the build- 
ings, as the pupils are not yet 
ac- 


customed to using the escapes. 
Na- 


tural timidity in venturing on an es- 
cape with the ground visible far be- 
low partly accounted for the slower 
time. 
Children went down the fire 


escapes slower and were more careful 
.than when they used the inside stair- 
case. 


ALARM FAILED 


ilnch delay was caused at Roose- 


velt junior school when the lire alarm 
failed to work. After tinkering with 
it for a minute or two, Chief IfcGillan 
made it work and the building was 
cleared in 1 minute and 30 seconds at 
the east end and 1 minute and 40 sec- 
onds at the south and west entrances. 
The 430 students will be able to make 
much better time in getting out of 
the building, Chief iMcGillan believes, 
if they will come down the stairs 
from the second floor two or three 
abreast instead of single" file and if 
the bicycle racks are removed from 
near the front entrance of the build- 
ing. 


Recommendation will be made that 


"panic doors" be installed at each side 
of the main door'at the south en- 
trance of the high school. The high 
school building was clear in 1 minute 
and 15 seconds at the east and west 
entrances but due to the crush 
at 


the front entrance, all of the S42 pu- 
pils were not out of the building for 
s. full two minutes after the manual 
alarm was rung. 


A panic door is an ordinary 
door 


•with a metal bar 
reaching 
across, 


which automatically unlocks the door 
when pressure is exerted against it 
from the inside. If there were a pan- 
ic and all pupils tried to crowd out of 
one door, instead of being crushed 
against a, locked door, the first one 
to reach the door would merely press 
against the bar and open the door. 


BELLS CONNECTED 


At Wilson junior" high school the 


gymnasium classes were slow in get- 
ting out of the building with the re- 
sult that the time there was two 
minutes. 
Bells in different parts of 


the school are connected sc that when 
the alarm is turned in, the bells ring 
in sequence. 
There are 300 pupils at 


Wilson junior high school. 


Fire escapes delayed emptying- the 


Fifth ward school. All building en- 
trances were cleared in 55 seconds. 
but the fire escapes were not cleared 
for 1 minute and 35 seconds. The 400 
pupils at the school were well drilled, 
having watched a demonstration of 
how to use a fire extinguisher 
that 


morning. 


The 300 pupils at the Third ward 


school also were commended by Chief 
HcGillan, as the building w-as emptied 
in 50 seconds. 


Colurubus school in the Sixth ward 


ivas emptied of its 250 pupils in 50 
seconds, another very good

Chief McGillan said.. 


The 14S pupils in Lincoln school,

NEW VOTING LAW 


Registration System Will Give 


Clerk More Work but Will 
Be Less Expensive 


— City Clerk John Jed- 


wabny, Jr., explained the 
new per- 


manent registration law to members 
of Menasha Kiwanis club 
at 
their 


luncheon Tuesday noon at Hotel Men- 
isha. He gave the history of the law 
and said it was strongly supported 
by women voters who urged its pas- 


on the ground that it would 


greatly increase the number of votes. 


One of the advantages of the nexv 


law. the speaker explained is that 
a person can register at any time 
during the year excepting one week 
prior to each election orprimury. An- 
other advantage is the opportunity to 
transfer from one ward to another or 
from one city to another within the 
state during the year withut having 
to wait until registration or election 
day. A third advantage and perhaps 
the most important is that the new 
law makes it possible to get a signed 
affidavit of all registered voters de- 
claring their legal qualifications. 


The law eliminates 
registry clays 


and their costs and disposes of cer- 
tain election officials at each procincl". 
it applies to cities of 5.000 population 
or more, according to the last federal 
census. In registering, the voter writ- 
es his name, street number, occupa- 
tion and birthplace on a blank which 
contains an affidavit of registration, 
to which he subscribes. The clerk 
makes two copies of the registration, 
one of which is filed permanently in 
the city clerks office and the other 
goes to the precinct ai election time. 


The affidavit of registration is as 


follows: 


"I hereby swear that I am. a citizen 


of the United States; that'on the day 
of the next election I shall be at least 
21 years of age and shall have resided 
ni the state of Wisconsin for one year 
next preceding said election 
and. 
in 


this district 10 days and that I am 
legally" qualified to vote." 


Mr. Jedwabny said he ij endeavor- 


ing to get the people to register be- 
fore the taxpaying period when his 
time will be otherwise occupied- Of 
the 3,000 voters he has already regis- 
tered 400.

issuing hunting licenses -without hav- 
ing the parties receiving: the license 
swear to a regular application blank 
in a letter received by John K. Hant- 
schel, county clerk, from Matt Patter- 
son, chief clerk of the Wisconsin Con- 
servation committee. Mr. Patterson 
said several convictions of men have 
occurred within a year after they were 


arrested of violating the state fish and 
game laws, and they produced hunt- 
Ing: - licenses, 
although 
they proved 


they did not swear to a regular appli- 
cation blank 
upon receiving the li- 


cense. 


Hunters who have been convicted of 


violating the same laws, may not se- 
cure another license for a full year 
and if a license is Issued to them 
without proper swearing, no action can 
be taken against, the men for false 
swearing, the letter points out.
